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POLICE  AND  FIRE  PROTECTION 

Since  incorporation  in  1956  Los  Altos  Hills  has  obtained 
police  and  fire  protection  from  outside  agencies,  namely, 
the  County  Sheriff's  Department  and  the  county  fire 
district  known  as  Los  Altos  Fire  Protection  District  (LAFPD). 
The  possibility  of  establishing  our  own  police  department 
has  been  considered  occasionally  in  the  past,  but  never 
seriously  pursued.  However,  the  situation  is  different  today 
because  of  the  spiraling  costs  of  outside  services  and  a 
curious  consequence  of  Proposition  13.  Background  infor- 
mation is  summarized  below  so  that  all  residents  are  aware 
of  the  basic  facts. 

A  contract  with  the  Sheriff's  Department  is  negotiated 
each  year.  The  Council  and  City  Manager  establish  a 
service  level  for  the  Town  and  negotiate  for  the  best  pos- 
sible price.  In  addition  to  traffic  control,  the  Sheriff's 
Department  provides  security  patrol,  emergency  service, 
and  crime  investigation  which  includes  detective  services 
and  laboratory  backup.  Costs  for  recent  years  are  as 
follows: 

Year  Amount 

1977-78  $102,785 

1978-79  $106,180 

1979-80  $106,302 

1980-81  $250,000    (budgeted  amount) 

Costs  for  the  current  year  are  expected  to  exceed 
$200,000,  but  to  be  less  than  budgeted. 

For  several  years  the  Town  has  contracted  for 
supplemental  security  patrol  through  a  private  company. 
Currently  Penfold  and  Associates  Security  provides  the 
equivalent  of  one  person  eight  hours  per  day  with  a  car  for 
approximately  $22,000  per  year.  Mr.  Gordon  Penfold  has 
full  police  officer  authority.  The  Town  does  have  an  official 
Police  Chief  in  the  person  of  our  City  Manager. 

The  importiint  point  to  note  is  that  the  Town  has  full 
responsibility  for  the  level  of  police  protection  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  obtained. 

The  situation  with  respect  to  fire  protection  is  different 
and  the  difference  c.\n  be  appreciated  most  fully  from  an 
historical  perspective.  In  October  1939  the  Los  Altos  Fire

As  a  result  of  the  increased  participation  by  Los  Altos  Hills 
residents  in  these  clean-up  days,  the  following  procedures 
are  being  established  so  that  everyone  may  be  treated  fairly 
and  efficiently  and  the  trucks  may  leave  for  the  disposal  site 
promptly  at  2:00  p.m.: 

1.  Only  debris  that  is  boxed,  bagged  or  bundled  and 
easy  to  handle;  cuttings  that  are  bundled  no  larger 
than  3'  x  4',  will  be  accepted  at  the  truck  stations. 

2.  Large  loads  of  cuttings  or  debris,  that  do  not  comply 
with  the  above,  will  be  unloaded  by  the  resident  at 
debris  box  locations:  this  includes  appliances,  wood, 
furniture,  etc.

(Police  and  Fire  Protection  continued) 

Protection  District  was  formed  to  serve  what  is  now  Los 

Altos,  Los  Altos  Hills  and  the  adjacent  area  that  is  still 

unincorporated.     County     personnel,     equipment     and 

facilities  were  established  in  the  area  to  provide  protection. 

The  County  Board  of  Supervisors  served  as  directors  of  the 

District  (in  accordance  with  State  code)  and  appointed  a 

five-member  Commission  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the 

District  but  with  recommending  authority  only.  The  LAFPD 

Board  (Supervisors)  retained  full  control,  in  1959. less  than 

10  years  after  incorporation,  the  citizens  of  Los  Altos  voted 

to  withdraw  from  the  District  and  establish  their  own  fire 

department.  Prior  to  withdrawal  in  1960,  Mayor  Sidney 

Treat   of   Los   Altos   Hills   asked   a  citizen   committee  to 

determine  whether  our  Town  should  stay  with  the  district 

or  join  Los  Altos  in  setting  up  a  joint  fire  department.  The 

decision  was  to  remain  in  the  District.  In  1960  the  District 

terminated  its  service  and  instead  contracted  with  the  City 

of  Los  Altos  to  provide  fire  protection  to  the  portion  of  the 

District  which  remained,  namely,  Los  Altos  Hills  and  the 

unincorporated  areas  adjacent  to  our  Town  and  Los  Altos. 

District  organization   was  unchanged;   the  five-member 

Commission    continued    as    advisors    to    the    Board    of 

Supervisors  in  its  dual  responsibility  fortheCounty  andthe 

Fire  District. 

The  same  organizational  structure  exists  today.  Fire 
protection  services  for  the  District  depends  on  decisions 
made  by  a  Board  with  only  one  member  elected  from  this 
corner  of  the  county  and  that  member  may  or  may  not  be  a 
resident  of  the  Fire  District.  In  short,  the  District  residents 
have  no  direct  control  over  the  operation  of  the  District.  In 
spite  of  the  organizational  deficiencies,  the  District 
functioned  well  for  18  years  following  the  1960  change, 
although  not  without  its  share  of  turmoil.  The  original 
contract  was  rewritten  in  1962  and  continued  without 
change  until  1978  when  the  first  amendment  was  adopted. 
Two  additional  amendments  have  been  added  and 
amendment  number  four  is  pending.  During  the  18  year 
period  the  District  operation  was  essentially  autonomous 
under  the  guidance  of  the  Commission.  Those  directly 
involved  deserve  full  credit  for  a  stable  operation. 

Proposition  13  had  its  first  impact  in  fiscal  1978-79. 
Property  tax  revenues  were  cut  by  nearly  60%  and  Santa 
Clara,  as  with  all  counties,  faced  uncertainty  and  confusion 
while  the  Legislature  tried  to  generate  a  financial  plan.  In 
the  following  year  the  State  established  a  more  permanent 
formula  for  augmenting  property  tax  revenues  for  county 
districts  but  the  amount  available  was  lessthan  required.  By 
this  time  the  Supervisors  rather  than  the  Commissioners 
were  making  the  financial  and  contractural  decisions.  At 
the  end  of  fiscal  1979-80  three  of  the  five  County  Fire 
Districts,  including  LAFPD  used  up  all  of  their  reserve 
funds.  The  LAFPD  had  a  deficit  of  approximately  $40,000 
and  a  forecast  deficit  five  times  larger  for  1980-81. 

Clearly  the  District  has  a  problem  and  the  solution  is  by 
no  means  clear.  Indirectly  at  least,  the  Council  shares  this 
problem.  The  Council  must  insure  that  the  Town  continues 
to  have  appropriate  police  and  fire  protection  at  ,i  fair 
price.  All  possible  alternatives  arc  being  investigated  with 
the  assistance  of  an  Ad  Hoc  Cotnmittee. 


WESTWIITD  4-H 

Frank  Duveneck  spoke  at  opening  ceremonies  in  late 
August  for  the  Westwind  4-H  barn  that  houses  four  horses 
donated  to  the  handicapped  riding  program.  The  barn  is 
named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Duveneck's  late  wife,  Josephine,  a 
strong  supporter  of  the  efforts  to  establish  Westwind  as  a 
community  activity.  At  the  evening  dinner  function, 
attended  by  some  sixty  to  seventy  well-wishers,  including 
Mayor  Nystrom  and  other  Town  officials,  Mr.  Duveneck 
cut  the  ceremonial  ribbon. 

A  dedication  plaque  on  the  Josephine  Duveneck  Barn 
lists  the  names  of  the  contributors  responsible  for  the  barn 
building— The  Bothin  Helping  Fund,  the  Community 
Foundation  of  Santa  Clara  County,  Hewlett-Packard, 
Mervyn's,  The  David  and  Lucile  Packard  Foundation  and 
the  Town  of  Los  Altos  Hills.  Donations  of  materials  and 
labor  were  secured  by  Mayor  Nystrom  at  minimal  cost, 
according  to  Town  Manager  Bob  Crowe,  who  supervised 
construction.  Among  those  donating  were:  Martin  Taaffe  - 
grading;  Kal  Stone  -  building  blocks;  Cap  Concrete; 
Peninsula  Building  Materialsand  Phil  DeRosa.  Many  others 
contributed  time  and  materials  at  reduced  rates. 


The  Handicapped  Riding  Program  operates  on 
Thursdays  and  Sundays  and  serves  a  large  number  of  physi- 
cally handicapped  children  throughout  the  Bay  Area. 
Instructors,  Jim  Forderer  and  Stephany  Houghton, 
volunteer  their  time  and  expertise  and  are  assisted  by  many 
dedicated  individuals  throughout  the  community.  Indi- 
vicJuals  or  group  contributions  are  still  needed  for  program

OUR  FLAG  — 
Display  It/Respect  It 

IMPORTANT  DO'S 

It  is  the  universal  custom  to  display  the  national  flag  only 
from  sunrise  to  sunset  on  buildings  and  on  stationary 
flagstaffs  in  the  open,  but  it  should  not  be  displayed  on  days 
when  the  weather  is  inclement.  The  U.  S.  flag  may  be  dis- 
played at  night  upon  special  occasions  when  it  is  desired  to 
produce  a  patriotic  effect. 

Display  the  U.  S.  flag  on  all  days  that  weather  permits  but 
especially  on  national  and  state  holidays  and  other  days 
that  may  be  proclaimed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States.  On  Memorial  Day,  the  U.  S.  flag  should  be  half- 
staffed  until  noon. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  be  displayed  on  or  near  the  main 
building  of  every  public  institution,  during  school  days  in 
or  near  every  schoolhouse,  and  in  or  near  every  polling 
place  on  election  days. 

Always  hoist  the  U.  S.  flag  briskly.  Lower  it  ceremoni- 
ously. 


IMPORTANT  DON'TS 

Never  in  any  way  should  any  disrespect  be  shown  the 
U.  S.  flag. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  never  be  dipped  to  any  person  or 
thing.  Regimental  colors,  State  flags,  and  organizational  or 
institutional  flags  are  dipped  as  a  mark  of  honor. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  never  be  displayed  with  the  union 
down  except  as  a  signal  of  dire  distress. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  never  touch  anything  beneath  it — 
ground,  floor,  water  or  merchandise. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  never  be  carried  horizontally,  but 
always  aloft  and  free. 


Always  allow  the  U.  S.  flag  to  fall  free — never  usethe  U.  S. 
flag  as  drapery,  festooned,  drawn  back,  or  up  in  folds.  For 
draping  platforms  and  decoration  in  general,  use  blue, 
white  and  red  bunting.  Always  arrange  the  bunting  with 
blue  above,  the  white  in  the  middle,  and  the  red  below. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  never  be  fastened,  displayed,  used 
or  stored  in  a  manner  which  will  permit  it  to  be  easily  torn, 
soiled  or  damaged  in  any  way. 

Never  use  the  U.  S.  flag  as  a  covering  or  drape  for  a 
ceiling. 


Never  place  anything  on  the  U.  S.  flag.  The  U.  S.  flag 
should  never  have  placed  upon  it,  or  on  any  part  of  it,  or 
attached  to  it,  any  mark,  insignia,  letter,  word,  figure, 
design,  picture  or  drawing  of  any  nature. 

Never  use  the  U.  S.  flag  for  receiving,  holding,  carrying  or 
delivering  anything. 

The  U.  S.  flag  should  not  be  embroidered  on  such  articles 
as  cushions,  handkerchiefs,  and  the  like,  printed  or 
otherwise  impressed  on  paper  napkins  or  boxes  or 
anything  that  is  designed  for  temporary  use  and  discard;  or 
used  as  any  portion  of  a  costume  or  athletic  uniform. 
Advertising  signs  should  not  be  fastened  to  a  staff  or 
halyard  from  which  the  flag  is  flown. 


When  the  U.  S.  flag  is  in  such  condition  that  it  is  no  longer 
a  fitting  emblem  for  display,  it  should  be  destroyed  in  a 
dignified  way,  preferably  by  burning,  privately. 


ORCHIDS  AND  ONIONS 

On  September  24,  1980  the  first  annual  Orchids  and 
Onions  Awards  Program  was  held  in  San  Jose,  This  program 
with  special  awards  for  local  governments  was  sponsored 
by  the  Santa  Clara  Valley  Chapter  of  the  American  Institute 
of  Architects,  in  conjunction  with  numerous  organizations. 

The  orchid  symbolized  excellence  in  a  building,  group  of 
buildings,  neighborhood,  community  or  project  that  contrib- 
uted to  the  quality  of  one's  man-made  surroundings.  The 
onion  symbolized  work  that  made  one  feel  uncomfortable, 
was  poorly  designed,  was  unpleasant  to  look  at  or  created' 
more  problems  than  it  solved. 

The  Town  of  Los  Altos  Hills  was  nominated  to  receive  an 
"orchid"  for  the  Municipal  Facilities  Building  located  on 
Purissima  Road.  As  noted  on  the  ballot,  this  building  was  con- 
structed in  the  rural  theme  of  the  Hills  community. 

This  nomination  was  an  honor  by  those  local  architects, 
interior  designers,  environmentalists  and  business  representa- 
tives on  the  award  selection  committee  and  an  important 
recognition  of  a  worthwhile  community  project. 


ANNING  COMMISSION  REPORT 
Proposed  Regulation  of  Development  Intensity 


New  ordinances  to  limit  the  intensity  of  development  in 
Los  Altos  Hills  are  being  worked  on  by  the  Planning  Com- 
mission and  the  Council.  The  General  Plan  is  designed  to 
provide  a  community  in  which  homes  are  distributed  through- 
out a  countryside  setting  with  natural  drainage  features  and 
many  wildlife  habitats  preserved  intact.  A  general  concern 
has  been  expressed  widely  by  citizens,  and  by  elected  and 
appointed  officials  responsible  for  implementing  the  Gen- 
eral Plan,  that  with  present  development  trends  you  won't 
be  able  to  "see  the  countryside  for  the  development."  To  the 
extent  that  these  trends  are  allowed  to  continue,  the  General 
Plan  will  be  violated;  some  additional  regulation  is  evidently 
required.  These  ordinances  respond  to  that  need. 


They  include  a  limitation  on  the  number  ot  square  feet  of 
development  allowed  in  relation  tothesizeandslopeof  the 
lot,  a  stricter  definition  of  building  height,  greater  setbacks 
for  high  parts  of  structures,  widening  of  right-of-ways  on  cul- 
de-sacs,  and  fencing  restraints,  all  working  to  limit  the  visual 
and  physical  intensity  of  development  so  that  some  mini- 
mum amount  of  natural  terrain  remains  intact  and  visible, 
thereby  providing  the  setting  for  our  community  that  is 
mandated  by  the  General  Plan.  The  constraints  are  set  forth 
in  terms  of  unambiguous  regulations  that  can  be  taken  into 
consideration  by  subdividers  before  they  commit  them- 
selves to  lot  design,  and  by  prospective  buyers  before  they 
commit  themselves  to  purchase  property. 

An  elaborately  developed  home  site  with  tennis  court, 
swimming  pool,  parking  areas,  large  house,  and  large  patio 
placed  on  a  lot  of  minimum  size  would  cause  substantial  dis- 
ruption to  the  natural  setting.  That  same  development 
placed  on  a  lot  proportionally  larger  than  the  minimum 
would  not  result  in  this  undesirable  impact  (provided  the 
large  structures  were  adequately  set  back  from 
property  lines). 

The  proposed  limits  range  downward  from  15,000  feet 
for  each  slope-density  lot-unit  in  5%  terrain  (i.e.,  for  each 
acre,  because  a  lot-unit  for  5%  slope  is  one  acre)  to  7,000 
square  feet  for  each  lot-unit  at  25%  (a  lot-unit  is  1.47acres at 
25%).  For  lots  with  an  average  slope  greater  than  25%,  the 
7,000  square-foot  minimum  per  lot-unit  would  still  apply; 
i.e.,  for  30%  terrain  we  would  allow  7,000  square  feet  for 
each  1.75  acres  in  the  lots  (one  lot-unit  is  1.75  acre  at  30%). 
Thus,  if  someone  wanted  10,500  square  feet  of  impervious 
surface  on  a  30%  lot,  he  would  have  to  devote  at  least  V/z  lot- 
units,  or  2.63  acres,  to  that  development.  It  is  important  that 
this  is  a  very  modest  restriction;  such  a  regulation  would 
have  affected  only  those  few  existing  homes  with  the  most 
extremely  intense  development.  Any  lot  that  complies  with 
the  slope  density  ordinance  (and  therefore  contains  at  least 
one  slope-density  lot-unit)  would  be  allowed  at  least  7,000 
square  feet  of  impermeable  surface;  if  the  slope  were  less 
than  25%,  it  would  be  allowed  more.  According  to  our  expe- 
rience in  the  Town,  7,000  square  feet  is  ample  for  a  large 
house,  a  swimming  pool,  patio,  and  parking  area.  It  would 
not  accommodate  a  tennis  court,  however.  In  general,  the 
ordinance  would  have  the  effect  of  requiring  tennis  court 
lots  to  be  larger  than  the  minimum  size  if  the  average  slope 
exceeded  10%  or  so.  Lots  that  contained  less  than  the  average 
area  required  by  slope  density  would  have  their  develop- 
ment restricted  accordingly;  they  would  not  be  permitted  as 
much  impermeable  surface  as  lots  that  comply.  To  prevent 
the  effect  of  this  ordinance  leading  to  fuller  utilization  of 
second  floors  and  thus  producing  more  boxlike  structures, 
there  will  be  some  constraint  on  second  story  development 
as  well. 


C(5m MISSIONS  AND  COMMITTEES 

An  important  component  of  the  City's 
policy-making  structure  is  its  various 
Commissions  and  Committees  which 
recommend  and  advise  the  Council  on 
vital  policy  issues.  All  Commission  and 
Committee  members  are  appointed  by 
the  City  Council,  usually  for  a  term  of 
four  years.  Appointments  are  made  in 
June  or  July  of  each  year.  Applications 
can  be  obtained  from  Town  Hall  and  all 
meetings  are  open  to  the  public.  Listed 
below  is  a  brief  summary  of  each 
Commission  and  Committee:

UNDERSTANDING  HOW  IT  WORKS 
Glossary  of  Terms 

THE     CONSENT    CALENDAR     is 

composed  of  those  items  which  either  im- 
plement an  earlier  Council  action  or 
require  only  routine  review  by  the 
Council.  Only  one  motion  is  needed  for 
the  adoption  of  all  items  listed  on  the 
Consent  Calendar.  Any  Council  member, 
staff  member  or  citizen  can  recjuest  that  a 
specific  item  be  removed  for  separate  con- 
sideration and  action. 


AN  INFORMATION  ITEM  requires 
no  formal  action  by  the  Council  and 
usually  takes  the  form  of  a  staff  report 
which  has  been  prepared  to  provide  addi- 
tional information  to  the  Council  on  a 
specific  item. 


A  MOTION,  the  least  formal  of 
Council  actions,  can  be  used  to  establish 
Council  policy  and  procedures.  It  is  the 
most  common  Council  action  in  approv- 
ing an  agenda  item. 

A  QUORUM  OF  THREE  Council- 
members  is  needed  for  formal  action  on 
any  agenda  item. 


CITY  STAFF 

The  administrative  arm  of  City 
government  implements  Council  policy 
detisions  and  delivers  services  to  the 
comnumiiy  iKcording  lo  the  mandate  of 
the  City  Council.  In  addition  to  the 
maintenance  crew  which  is  located  at  the 
Municipal  Facilities  Building  on  Puris- 
ima,  the  following  staff  members  are 
located  at  Town  Hall:

OLD  BUSINESS  ITEMS  are  those 
items  which  have  appeared  on  a  previous 
Council  agenda  and  still  need  formal 
Council  action. 


ORDINANCES  are  legal  instruments 
or  laws  for  the  general  health,  safety  and 
welfare  of  the  public.  All  ordinances 
except  those  dealing  with  elections  and 
rezoning  become  pan  of  the  Municipal 
Code.  With  the  exception  of  emergency 
ordinances,  all  ordinances  must  go 
through  two  readings  or  presentations  at 
two  separate  City  Council  meetings. 
Most  ordinances  do  not  become  effective 
until  thirty  days  after  the  approval  of  the 
second  reading. 


NEW  BUSINESS  ITEMS  are  those 
items  which  are  presented  to  Council  for 
the  first  time  for  formal  action. 


RESOLUTIONS  are  formalized 
Council  motions  and  are  filed  by  number 
and  subject  in  the  City  Clerk's  office. 
Resolutions  become  effective  upon 
passage.

City  Government 

The  City  of  the  Town  of  Los  AUos 
Hills  operates  under  the  council/mana- 
ucr  form  of  government.  The  council,  as 
I  he  legislative  body,  represents  the  entire 
community  and  is  empowered  by  the 
state  law  for  general  law  cities  to 
formulate  city-wide  policy. 

The  five  councilmembers  run  at  large 
and  serve  a  four  year  term,  according  to 
provisions  of  general  law  cities.  The 
inayor  is  selected  from  among  the  ranks 
( .f  the  council  and  serves  at  the  pleasure  of 
I  he  council. 

The  city  manager,  appointed  by  the 
council,  serves  as  the  chief  exe(  utive  offi- 
cer and  is  responsible  for  the  day  to  day 
administration  of  ( ity  affairs. 

The  city  attorney ,  also  appointed 
(liredly  by  i he  council,  advises  and  rei)re- 
scnts  (he  cily  and  couik  11  in  all  le^a! 
.iffairs. 


Agenda 

The  agenda  is  used  as  an  official  work- 
ing guide  from  which  the  council 
conducts  its  meetings.  The  agenda, 
which  is  prepared  by  staff  in  consultation 
with  the  council,  includes  current 
legislative  policy  issues  which  must  be 
reviewed  by  the  full  council. 

While  items  are  usually  placed  on  the 
agenda  at  the  request  of  the  council  or 
staff  members,  citizens  who  would  like 
the  full  council  to  review  a  particular 
item,  should  send  a  formal  written 
request  to  the  office  of  the  mayor.  The 
item  will  be  reviewed  by  the  mayor  and 
the  citizen  will  be  notified  of  any  pending 
count  il  action  or  followup. 

Agendas  are  published  prior  to  each 
(ouiuil  meeting.  Copies  of  the  agendas 
and  staff  reports  are  available  at  the  Cily 
Hall. 


Addressing  City  Council 

Every  effort  will  be  made  to  assure  that 
citizens  have  ample  opportunity  to 
address  the  council  on  items  of 
individual  or  community  concern  during 
the  time  allocated  for  presentations  from 
the  floor.  At  that  time  citizens  should  step 
forward  to  the  podium  and  state  name 
and  address.  Speakers  should  try  to  keep 
their  remarks  within  a  five  minute  time 
limit.  Council  usually  takes  no 
immediate  action  on  items  presented  at 
this  time. 

Citizens  wishing  to  speak  at  a  public 
hearing  will  have  that  opp>ortunity  once 
the  hearing  has  been  officially  opened  by 
the  mayor.  Questions  and  comments  on 
other  agenda  items  should  be  directed  to 
the  Mayor. 


NEWMANAGER  AT  WESTWIND  BARN 


VANTEANS  PROGRAM 


Following  the  untimely  death  of  Charlie  Pomper  in  early 
Se[)temb(^r,  Weslwind  Barn  is  extremely  fortunate  to  have 
as  its  new  manager,  John  WikJ.  John  was  selected  by  the 
Board  from  many  qualified  applicants  and  brings  to 
Westwind  experience  in  stable  management  and  a  degree 
from  Cal  Poly  in  animal  husbandry. 

Although  Charles  served  officially  as  Barn  Manager  for 
only  one  month,  he  had  been  active  as  a  member  in  the 
running  of  the  Barn  prior  to  his  appointment.  During  this 
time  he  accomplished  an  astounding  number  of  physical 
improvements  and  had  truly  only  just  begun  on  many  long- 
range  projects.  A  memorial  fund  has  been  established  in  his 
name  at  Westwind. 


The  VANTRANS program,  an  individualized  transportation 
system  for  seniors  and  handicapped,  is  now  in  operation.

HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Los  Altos  Hills  Historical  Society's  October  program 
was  one  of  "flying"  memories  and  old  pictures  recording 
feats  and  landings  of  those  "Fantastic  Flying  Machines"  in 
Los  Altos  Hills  and  nearby  towns  in  the  1920s  and  1930s. 

The  James  Muellers  requested  and  received  Council 
approval  to  change  the  name  of  Mueller  Court  to  Via  Corita. 
The  historical  significance  of  this  is  based  on  a  map  surveyed 
by  A.  B.  Blanco  in  1905  showing  this  area  as  the  Corita 
Vineyards.  Thanks  to  the  Muellers  for  their  interest  in  Los 
Altos  Hills. 

Thanks  also  go  to  Dave  Bellucci  for  donating  to  the  Society 
a  picture  of  the  Club's  certificates  of  membership  and  a  bas 
relief  of  the  Club  showing  trees,  pools,  courts  and  houses. 
Mr,  Bellucci  also  sponsored  Little  League  teams  in  Los  Altos 
Hills  and  gave  the  Society  his  framed  pictures  of  the  teams 
from  1966  on  into  the  1970s.  Thanks  again  for  this 
cooperation. 

An  authentic  oil  painting  of  the  Purissima  School  by 
Dwight  Carey,  a  Los  Altos  Hills  artist  and  long-time  resident, 
has  been  purchased  by  the  Society  and  is  being  displayed  in 
Council  Chambers  in  commemoration  of  the  Town's  Silver 
Anniversary.  In  1955  residents  held  open  meeting  at  the 
Purissima  School  to  discuss  the  formation  of  their  Town.  The 
Town  was  then  incorporated  on  January  27, 1956. 

A  Certificate  of  Excellence  in  Historical  Preservation  is 
now  on  display  in  Council  Chambers.  The  Santa  Clara 
County  Historical  Heritage  Commission  awarded  this  honor 
to  IrmaC.  Goldsmith,  President  of  the  Historical  Society.  It  is 
the  first  County  award  won  for  outstanding  service  in  this 
area.  Thanks  are  warmly  conveyed  to  Irma  for  the  many 
contributions  she  has  made  to  the  Town.

HOW  WET  THE  HILLS? 


Highway  280  defines  approximately  the  isohyet  of  19"  of 
annual  average  rainfall  per  year.  Toward  the  bay  the  average 
falls  by  about  2"  per  mile;  it  rises  to  24"  or  more  in  the  hillier 
sections  of  Town.  The  average  figures  can  be  misleading; 
however,  in  the  past  13  years,  the  rainfall  has  been  within  4" 
of  the  average  only  3  times.  On  one  spot  on  the  17"  isohyet 
the  wettest  year  was  1972-73,  with  28.5";  the  driest  was  1975- 
76  with  4.8".  Last  year's  rainfall  was  22.3". 

We  average  35-40  days  per  year  with  some  rain,  though 
the  range  has  been  from  19-61  days.  The  longest  stretch  of 
rainy  days  in  sequence  has  been  12,  and  there  is  usually  only 
one  7-8  days  sequence  a  year.  Eighty-five  percent  of  the  rain 
falls  at  .1"  per  hour.  The  most  intense  recent  storm  was  2"  per 
hour;  it  lasted  V/2  minutes. 

Runoff  (100%  off  impermeable  surfaces,  .45  times  the  rate 
in  inches  per  hour  times  the  cubic  feet  per  second  per  acre 
off  natural  surfaces)  is  handled  through  five  drainage  systems 
in  the  Hills:  Matadero,  Barron,  Adobe,  Hale  and  Permanente 
Creeks. 


1980  CENSUS 

The  United  States  Department  of  Commerce,  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  initiated  a  new  process  for  the  1980  Census  to 
aid  in  ensuring  a  complete  and  accurate  count.  Called  the 
Local  Review  Process,  this  new  procedure  enabled  local 
jurisdictions  to  have  an  opportunity  to  point  out  to  Census 
officials  any  possible  errors  in  the  preliminary  counts.  The 
focus  of  this  review  was  housing  units.  Population  counts 
were  not  considered  at  this  time. 

The  results  of  this  review  proved  advantageous  for  Los 
Altos  Hills.  Our  early  report  from  the  Census  District  Office 
showed  2,403  housing  units,  which  was  lower  than  we  had 
expected.  Following  the  Local  Review  process,  our  count 
was  unofficially  2,456,  an  increase  of  53  housing  units. 

Official  housing  unit  and  population  counts  are  expected 
in  early  1981,  following  the  Census  Bureau's  formal  report  to 
the  President  of  the  United  States.
